THE FOLLOWING IS THE FIRST PORTION OF A CHRONOLOGY OF U.S. 

MISSION EFFORTS TO CLARIFY THE WELFARE AND WHEREABOUTS OF 
AMCIT CHARLES HORMAN. THE INFORMATION CONTAINED BELOW CONTAINS 
AT LEAST A PARTIAL RECORD OF MISSION CONTACTS WITH OR ABOUT 
HORMAN BETWEEN SEPT 1 1 AND OCT 4, 1973. ANOTHER TELEGRAM NOW 
IN PREPARATION WILL COMPLETE CHRONOLOGY UP TO PRESENT. SOME 
OF THIS INFORMATION IS SENSITIVE, AND OBVIOUSLY SHOULD NOT BE 
RELEASED, BUT THIS RECORD MAY BE HELPFUL TO DEPARTMENT OFFICERS 
WHO HAVE TO DEAL WITH INQUIRIES ON THE CASE. 

1 1 SEPT - LT COL RYAN OF NAVY MILGRP IN VALPARAISO VISITED 
MIRAMAR HOTEL TO SEE ANOTHER AMCIT AND WAS APPROACHED BY 
HORMAN AND MISS SIMON, WHO WERE STAYING THERE. HE GAVE THEM 
INFO ON COUP SITUATION AND TOLD THEM TO STAY PUT. HE SAW THEM 
DAILY FOR THE NEXT SEVERAL DAYS, BRIEFING THEM ON THE SITUATION. 

HE SENT A TELEGRAM TO MISS SIMON'S PARENTS SAYING THEY WERE 
SAFE AND WELL, ASKING THAT THEY INFORM HORMAN'S PARENTS. 

14 SEPT - LT COL RYAN HAD HORMAN AND MISS SIMON TO LUNCH 
AT HIS HOUSE, AT WHICH TIME THEY ASKED HELP IN GETTING TO 
SANTIAGO. MISS SIMON INDICATED A DESIRE TO RETURN TO THE US, 
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BUT HORMAN DID NOT. 

15 SEPT - HORMAN AND MISS SIMON WERE TAKEN TO LUNCH BY 
MILGRP PERSONNEL. AT APPROXIMATELY 1500 MILGRP CHIEF 
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CAPT DAVIS MET THEM AT COL RYAN'S HOUSE AND TOOK THEM, IN 
HIS CAR, TO SANTIAGO. HE LEFT THEM IN FRONT OF THE EMBASSY 
AT APPROXIMATELY 1730. HE REMEMBERS SEEING MISS SIMON IN THE 
EMBASSY LOBBY OR ELEVATOR AT APPROXIMATELY 1830, BUT NOT 
HORMAN. DURING THE TRIP FROM VALPARAISO MISS SIMON MENTIONED 
HAVING A TICKET TO LEAVE CHILE. HORMAN DID NOT SPECIFICALLY 
MENTION ANY DEPARTURE PLANS. HORMAN AND MISS SIMONS APPARENTLY 
VISITED CHANCERY ON AFTERNOON SEPT 15 (SATURDAY). CBS 
CORRESPONDENT FRANK MANITZAS AND ABC STRINGER GEORGE PLATT 
REPORT HAVING SEEN THEM IN LOBBY, THOUGH MARINE GUARDS HAVE 
ONLY HAZY RECOLLECTION OF BEARDED MAN AND TALL GIRL WHO MAY 
HAVE BEEN HORMAN AND MISS SIMONS. MANITZAS STATES COUPLE 
INQUIRED FOR AMBASSADOR, WERE REFERRED BY LOCAL EMBASSY 
EMPLOYEE TO CONSULAR SECTION FOR DISCUSSION OF PROBLEMS 
REGARDING STATUS IN CHILE. HORMAN APPARENTLY DID NOT VISIT 
CONSULATE. 

-HORMAN AND MISS SIMON APPARENTLY CHECKED INTO RIVIERA HOTEL. 

17 SEPT - HORMAN REPORTEDLY WENT TO HOUSE ON VICUNA MACKENNA 
TO GET CLOTHES AND OTHER PERSONAL EFFECTS. 

18 SEPT - CONSULATE RECEIVED REPORT OF HORMAN'S DETENTION 
FROM ONE OF ITS LOCAL EMPLOYEES VIA A RELATIVE WHO KNEW 
HORMAN. FEW DETAILS GIVEN. 

- CONSULATE FILES CHECKED, NO RECORD OF A MR. HORMAN FOUND. 

- LATER RECEIVED CALL FROM MR. ARMSTRONG, ALSO TELLING 
THAT HORMAN MISSING SINCE LATE 17 SEPT WHEN REPORTEDLY 
DETAINED BY MILITARY. 

-CONSULATE CALLED PERTINENT COMISARIAS WITH NO SUCCESS. 

INFO GIVEN TO G. FRANGULLIE OF DEA WITH REQUEST TO CHECK 
INVESTIGACIONES SOURCES - CALLED BACK SAYING NO INFO AVAILABLE. 

-IN EVENING CONSUL CALLED BY FRANK MANITZAS ASKING IF ANY 
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INFO ON HORMAN, WHO HE UNDERSTOOD DETAINED DAY BEFORE. WAS 
TOLD NONE SO FAR. 

- (ACCORDING TO GOC INFORMATION GIVEN TO EMBASSY ON OCT. 18, 
HORMAN'S BODY WAS BROUGHT TO MORGUE ON THIS DATE. ACCORDING 
TO GOC, BODY HAD BEEN PICKED UP ON STREET BY MILITARY AND 
DELIVERED TO MORGUE.) 

19 SEPT - MRS. HORMAN REPORTED HUSBAND'S DISAPPEARANCE TO 
CONSULATE. SAID SHE HAD BEEN AWAY NIGHT OF 17 SEPT AND WHEN 
RETURNED 18 SEPT TO HOUSE, HUSBAND WAS GONE AND HOUSE RANSACKED. 
TOLD OF NEIGHBORS' REPORTS HE TAKEN BY MILITARY. MENTIONED 
CALLS TO FRIENDS, WHICH SAID TO BE FROM MILITARY INTELLIGENCE. 
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-EVENING - MISS SIMON CALLED CAPT DAVIS AT HOME, SAID 
HORMAN HAD BEEN TAKEN AWAY BY MIT, IT ARY ON I7TH AND HAD NOT 
RETURNED. CAPT DAVIS ASKED IF SHE HAD CALLED CONSUL - SHE 
SAID YES. CAPT DAVIS ASKED HER TO COME TO HIS OFFICE NEXT DAY. 

20 SEPT - CAPT DAVIS CALLED CONSUL TELLING OF HIS CONTACT 
WITH HORMAN AND OF REPORT HE WAS MISSING, RELAYED BY MISS 
SIMON. HE WAS ASKED TO GET ALL POSSIBLE INFO, BEGINNING WITH 
PPT NO., SO WE COULD GET IDENTIFYING INFO FROM DEPT. 

- CONSULATE ATTEMPTED TO CALL MRS. HORMAN SEVERAL TIMES 
TO ASK IF SHE HAD ANY MORE INFO - NO ANSWER AT VICUNA 
MACKENNA NUMBER (5I5I0I). 

- ABOUT MID-DAY, MISS SIMON AND MRS. HORMAN WENT TO CAPT 
DAVIS' OFFICE, GAVE INFO ABOUT HORMAN, SOME INFORMATION ON 
DETENTION (GOTTEN FROM NEIGHBORS) AND INFO ABOUT ITEMS TAKEN. 
CAPT DAVIS GAVE INFO TO DATT COL HON. MRS. HORMAN SAID SHE 
AFRAID TO RETURN HOME BUT NEEDED CLOTHES, MEDICINES. CAPT 
DAVIS WENTWITH THEM TO 4126 VICUNA MACKENNA, AT ABOUT 1400, 
TALKED WITH THE LANDLORD'S WIFE, VIEWED THE CONDITION OF THE 
HOUSE, HELPED THEM COLLECT SOME ITEMS AND TOOK THEM TO 
RIVIERA HOTEL. 

- COL HON PROVIDED INFO GIVEN ABOUT HORMAN, INCLUDING PHOTOS, 

TO COL HENRIQUEZ OF ARMY G-2.

- SANTIAGO 4500, SITREP, REPORTED NOTHING NEW. 

22 SEPT - MRS. HORMAN CAME TO CONSULATE AND WAS GIVEN STATUS 
REPORT OF OUR EFFORTS TO TRY TO LOCATE HER HER HUSBAND. 
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- SANTIAGO 4521, SITREP, REPORTED NOTHING NEW. 

- CONSUL VISITED OTHER POSSIBLE DETENTION CENTER AND EOUND 
NO AMCITS BEING DETAINED THERE. 

23 SEPT - SANTIAGO 4528, SITREP, REPORTED NOTHING NEW. 

24 SEPT - CONSUL AGAIN CHECKED AT NATIONAL STADIUM - NO 
NEW INEO. 

- CAPT DAVIS GAVE ADMIRAL HUIDOBRO, ACTING CHIEF OF STAFF 

FOR THE lUNTA, INFO ABOUT HORMAN AND ASKED HIM TO INVESTIGATE. 

- SANTIAGO 4553, SITREP, REPORTED NOTHING NEW. 

- IN THE LATER AETERNOON, THE NOTE REPLYING TO THE JUNTA 
GOVT'S NOTE OF SEPT 12 WAS DELIVERED - THEREBY INDICATING 
THAT DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS BETWEEN THE US AND CHILE WERE 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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CONTINUING. 

25 SEPT - COL HON MADE ANOTHER APPEAL EOR ASSISTANCE IN 
LOCATION OF HORMAN, THIS TIME TO ARMY GENERAL NICANOR DIAZ 
AND EACH GENERAL FRANCISCO HERRERA, BOTH OE NATIONAL DEEENSE 
STAEF. 

- SANTIAGO 4564 AND 4565 INFORMED DEPT OP CONTINUED DENIALS 
THAT HORMAN AT NATIONAL STADIUM. 

- STATE 190773 INPORMED US THAT THE CHILEAN EMBASSY IN 
WASHINGTON, D. C. HAD ADVISED THAT THEY HAD BEEN INFORMED BY 
POREIGN OPPICE THAT HORMAN WAS NOT RPT NOT DETAINED AT THE 
NATIONAL STADIUM. IT ALSO INDICATED POREIGN MINISTER HUERTA 
AWARE OF OUR CONCERN AND LOOKING INTO MATTER PERSONALLY. 

ALSO ASKED ABOUT MRS. HORMAN'S WELPARE -THIS ANSWERED IN 
SANTIAGO 4598. 

- MRS. HORMAN CAME TO CONSULATE AND REPORTED PURTHER 
INPORMATION ABOUT HER HUSBAND'S DETENTION. SHE MENTIONED A 
RUMOR THAT ONE NEIGHBOR HAD FOLLOWED THE DETAINING VEHICLE TO 
THE STADIUM. SHE ALSO MENTIONED THAT PRIENDS HAD RECEIVED CALLS 
PROM PERSONS IDENTIFYING THEMSELVES AS MILITARY INTELLIGENCE 
OPFICERS AND ASKING QUESTIONS AS TO WHETHER HORMAN WAS AN 
"EXTREMIST." THIS WAS REPORTED TO COL HON WHO SUBSEQUENTLY 
ADVISED THAT HIS CONTACTS IN G-2 COULD NOT VERIFY THE CALLS. 

- CONSULATE EMPLOYEE CHECKED BY TELEPHONE WITH ALL SANTIAGO 
HOSPITALS TO SEE IP HORMAN REGISTERED. 

CONEIDENTIAL 
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26 SEPT - MRS. HORMAN VISITED AMBASSADOR DAVIS IN HIS OFFICE 
(CAPT DAVIS PRESENT). ENTIRE CASE, AND OUR EFFORTS, WERE 
REVIEWED WITH HER. MRS. HORMAN SAID SHE WISHED TO GO TO THE 
STADIUM AND AMBASSAODR OFFERED HER ESCORT AND TRANSPORTATION. 
SHE PROVIDED A PHOTO WHICH WAS REPRODUCED BY CAPT DAVIS' 

OFFICE. COPIES WERE GIVEN, BY VARIOUS EMBASSY OFFICERS, TO 
THE STADIUM, MILITARY INTELLIGENCE, INVESTIGACIONES, AND 
NUMEROUS OTHER POSSIBLE SOURCES OF HELP. MRS. HORMAN WAS 
GIVEN 12 COPIES THE NEXT DAY. 

- GENERAL HERRERA CALLED COL. HON TO ADVISE THAT HORMAN

FOUND ON HIS DETENTION. 

- MRS. HORMAN CALLED THE CONSUL TO RELATE A TELEPHONE 
CONVERSATION WITH AN ARMY MAI LUIS CONTRERAS PRIETO WHO HAD 
CALLED HER TO SAY THAT HER HUSBAND "WAS ALIVE AND WELL AND 
WAS HELD BY THE ARMED FORCES." CONSUL CALLED COL HON WHO 
THEN CALLED THE MAJOR. CONTRERAS SAID HE HAD CONTACTED MRS. 
HORMAN AT THE REQUEST OF HIS BROTHER, WHO WORKS AT THE 
IRVING TRUST BANK IN NYC AND HAD BEEN ASKED TO HELP BY FRIENDS 
OF HORMAN THERE. CONTRERAS SAID HE HAD CHECKED WITH AN 
ARMY FRIEND OF HIS AT THE STADIUM, HAD BEEN INFORMED THAT 
HORMAN WAS NOT ON THE LIST THERE AND HAD CALLED MRS. HORMAN.
